‘upon Alfredo Persico, weeping while 
the soldiers were digging in nearby 
ruins. I asked for his story. 

‘‘My whole family is buried 
there,’’ he said, ‘‘my wife, my two 
daughters and my father. Only I 


am alive. I happened to be visiting 
in Benevento when the earthquake 
came. 


Typical also is the story of the Par- 
vanese family, which was joyfully 
awaiting, two days ago, the arrival of 
a relative, Gueseppe Parvanese, from 
New York. When Parvanese arrives 
it will be to find that the family ex- 
ists no more. 

Here at Beneveto, the poe! office 
is completely, demolished. A tempo- 

' pary office has been set up in the 
public square, The telegraph office 
is a common table upon which 
telegraph instruments strung with 
temporary wires, have been fixed. 
The operators send messages, of 
which there are naturally thousands 
in the presence of the crowd, while 
the telegrams are accepted by over- 
worked clerks, all in open air.

ALBERTA TO HARVEST CROP 
WITHOUT OUTSIDE 
ASSISTANCE 


Alberta’s wheat crop will be har- 
vested this year without the help of 
outside labor, according to present 
indications. At any rate, there will 
be no harvest help hrought in from 
the east, all man-power  require- 
quirements, in addition to what the 
province itself can furnish, being 
supplied from British Columbia. 


Hon. George Hoadley, minister o7 
agriculture, is authority for the 
statement that the government is 
opposed to any importations of har- 
vest workers from eastern Canada or 
the United States, and it has been 
agreed with the railways that no ex- 
cursions will be run this fall, as has 
been done in previous years. 

As a precaution, however, in case 
the crop turns out better than ex- 
pected, it has also been agreed with 
the railways that excursion rates will 
apply from British Columbia, if re- 
quired, but this arrangement is to 
be made use of only for such supplies 
of labor as the provincial employ- 
ment service definitely asks for. 

‘‘We expect to be able to take 
care of the crop,’’ says Mr. Hoadley, 
‘‘with our own men, all the reports 
indicating that there are are already 
in the province enough peaple_ to 
meet our likely harvest-time require- 
ments, Our policy will be to employ 
first the men now here, and if .any 
more are needed they will be drawn 
from coast points. There will be no 
excursions from elsewhere.” 

Asked about a report from London 
that a party of young Oxford and 
Cambridge university students is com- 
ing to work in the harvest fields, 
the minister said that the Alberta 
government has no knowledge of it 
and had nothing to do with arrang- 
ing for it. 

The story, as given in the Cana- 
dian Gazette of London, is that an 
unstated number of students would be 
leaving London on July 25 to spend 
their vacations in western Canadian 
wheat fields, some of them presum- 
ably coming to Alberta. Arrange- 
ments had been made through the 
agricultural department of the Can- 
adian National railway, which will 
have jobs waiting for them on arri- 
val in Winnipeg.

HARVEST SEASON OPENS IN 
~ WEST

FORTNIGHTLY CROP REPORT 

Rains have been general through- 
out the Province during the past 
fortnight and have created a more 
optimistic outlook particularly in the 
southern area where hot dry weather 
has caused damage to dry land crops. 
On summerfallow and on irrigated 
land in the south, crops are good, 
those on spring prepared land will be 
light. 

In the central eastern part of the 
Province, fields which escaped  ser- 
ious damage from blowing and cut 
worms are making excellent progress. 
In many fields the stand is thin and 
patchy and reseeded grain is late. 
There is, however, assurance of am- 
ple feed for livestock. 

Along the eastern half cf the main 
line of the C.P.R., crops are good. 
North of this line, west of the C.P. 
R. from Edmonton to Calgary and 
in the Peace River district, excellent 
conditions prevail. Plenty of warm 
weather to hasten maturity is all 
that is required. Grains in this arca 
will mature about seven days later 
than last year, while south of Cal- 
gary, harvest will probably commence 
slightly in advance of the usual sea- 
son. 

Oats and barley are growing rap- 
idy and many heavy stands are seen. 
Aibout 50 p.c. of the oats are headed 
and practically all of the barley. 

Hail has been reported at a num- 
ber of points, but does not exceed 
the average. 

Haying is in progress, Alfalfa ia 
making a very heavy second growth, 
Pastures are in good condition. Su- 
gar beets are doing well.

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‘*GAS’’ PRICE WAR WAS 
COSTLY THING 


San Francisco--A survey of the oil 
industry in California shows that the 
entire fabric of this ‘business was 
threatened as a result of the recent 
price war along the Pacific coast. 
Refiners, producers and dealers’ or- 
ganizations all agree that the ser- 
iousness of the situation was not rec- 
ognized or shown by surface condi- 
tions. It is stated by the press and 
business organizations that the de- 
cision of the major companies to lead 
the way and stabilize prices on a 
proper basis and to decline to sell 
gasoline to dealers who refused to 
agree to maintain an economically 
sound price was absolutely necessary 
to save the industry from ruin. 

The Chronicle stated that ‘‘only 
the prompt termination of the price 
war which has been raging on the 
Pacific coast can save the oil indus- 
try and the many thousands of per- 
sons engaged in the sale of petrol- 
eum products from a catastrophe. If 
the oil industry, which, with its huge 
investments and hundreds of thous- 
ands of stockholders and employes is 
one of the greatest economic units 
of the Pacific coast, fails to prosper, 
the effect on other lines of business, 
already depressed in many respects, 
would be most disastrous. ’’ 

The survey shows that there are 
abput 40,000 dealers in petroleum 
products in the Pacific Coast states. 
Fully 39,000 of these believe in con- 
ducting their business on a live-and- 
let-live basis. The war started when 
the other thousand dealers deter- 
mined to get the business of their 
neighbors regardless of fair prices 
or results, and slaughtered prices to 
such a point that in eor.: cases gaso- 
line was practically being given 
away. At the height of the war, 
State Comptroller Riley of Califor- 
nia stated that the state tood Ww 
lose nearly $1,000,000 through 
failure of small refineries who were 
unable to pay the state tax. Busin- 
ess interests predicted a failure of 
from 30 to 76 per cent. of the small 
service station operators. 

The action of the large companies 
in re-establishing the business on a 
sound economic basis by refusing to 
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sell to dealers who gut prices is te 


garded as absolutely necessary in the | 
interests of the public, and has re- |’ 


ceived the commendation of newspa- 
pers and business organizations over 
the area in which the price-cutting 
war raged.

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POLAR EXHIBITION 
The. first of its. kind in the world, 
the British Polar Exhibition has been 
opened at the Central Hall, West- 
minster. 

Several famous explorers acted as 
guides. One of them, Captain Ernest 
Joyce, holder of the rare Albert Me- 
dals, modestly ran through the pages 
of his original journal written in 
pencil. It told a thrilling tale of 200 
days journey along an _ Antarctic 
trail with six men; only three of 
whom returned. 

The exhibit is marked ‘‘A remark- 
able story of human endeavor.” One 
passage ran: ‘‘I am glad we kept the 
dogs, even when we were starving.’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said Captain Joyde. ‘‘I 
was determined to keep the dogs at 
all costs. We got very fond of 
them.’’ 

All the British scientific and ex- 
ploration societies have sent their 
most famous relics. It is a grim 
pageant of man’s struggle to reach 
the Poles, and it traces the history 
of Polar research since the sixteenth 
century. 

It is curious to find how often the 
Bible and the Prayer Book figure in 
the explorer’s outfit. Shackleton and 
Scott’s Bible lie open on the show 
cases, thumbed and marked at their 
favorite passages. One of the Bibles 
on exhibition was used as a diary. 

There are homely little touches 
showing the explorers ingenuity 
and resource in a tight place, such as 
home made candles, home-made spoon 
and thermometers, and home-made 
looking glasses and hair brushes.

$325,000
